Younger Brother 


Clyde Hackathorn, Sinks Beneath 


Tuscarawas As Help Arrives— 
Lives In East Liverpool—Was 
Camping Near Isleta. 


Just an his would-be rescuer's grasping hand touched his fingertips, Clyde 


Hackathorn, 12, son of Fred Hackathorn, of East Liverpool, sank to his death 
in the Tmcarawas river near Isleta Friday morning. 


The lad and hi« younger brother, Lewis, were playing about a skiff an 


chored over water about six feet deep. Lewis fell into the water. 


The older lad leaped into the river to save his brother. Encumbered by 


clothing, Clyde was at once distressed. Summoned by his choking cries and 
the tcreams of Lewis, who had managed to climb into the boat, two women 
members of the camping party, responded andy-ushed to the river's edge. 


The father and other men of the party were absent from camp and there 


was no one else to aid. One of the women leaped into the river and wading 
until water reached her chin, managed to touch the hand of the older lad 
just as he sank for the last time. 


An hour or more later the body was recovered and viewed by Coroner 


E. M. Marshall, of this city, and then taken to the Lydick morgue at New 
comerstown where it was prepared for burial. Friday afternoon the body ac 
companied by the father, was taken to Maplewood, a suburb of East Liver- 
pool, where funeral arrangements will be arranged. 


The Hackathorns and several others have been camping along the river 


for the past several days. Owing to the inadequate telephone facilities af- 
forded last night full details of the tragedy could not be obtained.

After adoption of H platform, which 
wa.s enlivened by a light from the floor 
on the question of woman .suffrage, Ihe 
Democratic national 
convention ad- 


lournocl sine die at 3:it o'clock this 
afternoon. 


The suffrage fight opened when Gov- 


ernor Ferguson of Texas offered a min- 
>rlty platform report, after the ma- 
iority committee's report had been 
•end to the convention. 


The majority report endorsed wo- 


man suffrage, but declared that it was 
a question which should be left to the 
state to dcciile. 


Not Mentioned By Name 


The minority report, did not men- 


.ion "votes for women" in so many 
words, their substitute plank stating 
'the Democratic party has always 
'tood for the sovereignty ot the sev- 
eral stales in the control and regula- 
ioti of elections" and 'favors that wise 
irovision of the constitution, the pow- 
:r to prescribe the qualifications of 
heir electors." 


Governor Ferguson and his support- 


>rs held that majority plank simply 
nadc more emphatic the exclusion of 
uffrage to women of the Southern 
states and would complicate the fran- 
chise granted negrocti. 


Ohio Vote Divided 


._Qn a roll call vote, the minority re- 
»ort was rejected by nn overwhelming 
majority. 
The Ohio delegation split 


on the question, 20 voting for the min- 
ority report aJid 28 against it. 


The platform as a -whole, which had 


>een read to the convention, was then 
dopted. 


Applaud Denunciation 


The loudest applause of the reading 


greeted the plat form's attack, on hy- 
ihonated Americans and organizations 
hat sought to influence Americans. 
Almost next in notice was that which 


greeted the statement that the party 


reaffirmed the 31 on roc doctrine. 


Thi- merchant marine paragraph got 


a big hand and the labor legislation 
pledges was given another big ovation. 
The woman suffrage resolution an'l 
reference to President Wilson having 
kept the United States out of war were 
other sections that brot loud and pro- 
longed applause. 


Demand Recognition 


Heading of the platform was conclu- 


ded at 1:22 p. m. Senator Stone mov- 
ed adoption of the committee's report 
and when he saw at least two delegates 
shouting for recognition he demanded 
Die previous question—which should 
have the effect of shutting off all de- 
bate. 


Oiie ot (ho delegates who thus saw 


bis opportunity to debate the platform 
slipping away was Martin M. Lamosne 
of fioston. He was greatly excited, and 
insisted

speaking, despite 'the 


chair's attempts to obtain quiet.
